ORDER ADOPTING REPORT AND RECOMMENDATION 

Pending before the Court is Petitioner Juan Raul Navarro Ramirez’s Motion to Stay 
Federal Habeas Proceedings, which had been referred to the Magistrate Court for a report and 
recommendation. On July 20, 2019, the Magistrate Court issued the Report and 
Recommendation, 1 2 3 recommending that Petitioner’s motion to stay be granted, that this case be 
stayed and administratively closed, and that Petitioner be ordered to move to open this case 
within thirty (30) days after the conclusion of the state Chapter 64 litigation.

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no objections have been made, in accordance with Federal Rule of Civil Procedure 72(b), the 
Court has reviewed the report for clear error. 

Having thus reviewed the record in this case, the parties’ filings, and the applicable law, 
the Court adopts the Report and Recommendation in its entirety Accordingly, it is hereby 
ORDERED that Petitioner’s Motion to Stay is GRANTED, that this case is STAYED and the 
Clerk shall ADMINISTRATIVELY CLOSE this case, and that Petitioner is ORDERED to move 
to open this case within thirty (30) days after the conclusion of the state Chapter 64 litigation.
